We  feel  that  there  has  beeu  a  steady  advancement  throughout 
our  schools  for  the  year.  It  has  not  beeu  so  great  as  we  would 
like  to  have  seen,  but  we  feel  under  existing  circumstances  that 
it  is  all  we  could  expect. 

Our  teachers  have  labored  hard  and  faithfully  for  the  up- 
building of  the  youth.  Their  labors  in  most  cases  have  beeu 
appreciated  and  we  have  felt  well  satisfied  with  the  result  of 
their  efforts. 

Ofttimes  the  young  want  too  many  days  for  their  own  pleas- 
ure. They  stay  out  a  day  here  and  a  day  there ;  soon  a  day 
becomes  a  week.  In  a  very  few  cases  these  delinquents  have 
made  a  very  bad  showing  on  the  register.  Too  much  cannot  be 
said  about  attending  school.  Children  should  attend  school  every 
day  unless  sick.  Black  marks  should  be  stricken  almost  entire- 
ly from  the  register.  Attend  to  school  duties  properly  and 
when  man  and  womanhood  is  reached,  life's  duties  will  come  far 
easier,  and  success  may  crown  your  efforts  when  defeat  seems 
to  be  at  your  very  door.  How  can  man  and  womanhood  be 
commenced  better  than  to  practice  punctuality  in  school  life? 
What  is  of  more  importance  than  to  know  how  to  live,  learn 
how  to  study,  learn  how  to  apply  ourselves  and  learn  what  to 
eat,  drink  and  wear?  Is  there  any  better  place  to  lay  this 
foundation  than  at  school  ? 

Visitors  incite  scholars  to  do  their  best.  The  more  parents 
and  other  interested  parties  visit  school  the  better  will  be  the 
result  attained.  Every  day  is  a  visiting  day  and  we  would  urge 
one  and  all  to  feel  an  interest  in  the  welfare  of  the  young  and 
frequent  the  schoolroom  often. 

Our  schools  have  beeu  broken  up  somewhat  on  account  of 
sickness.  The  village  schools  all  closed  very  suddenly  in  De- 
cember on  account  of  scarlet  fever,  thereby  losing  a  review 
which  is  always  so  important  to  do  proficient  work  and  attain 
the  best  results. 
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An  examination  and  certification  of  teachers  was  held  as  re- 
qnired  by  law  in  June,  and  also  another  in  August,  besides 
several  private  tests  for  individual  teachers  out  of  wliich  we 
have  made  selections.  These  we  deem  necessary  and  think  are 
very  important  to  keep  teachers  in  touch  with  schoolroom  duties. 

A  day  was  given  to  the  schools  to  celebrate  the  100th  anni- 
versary of  incorporation  of  the  town.  The  schools  were  repre- 
sented in  the  procession  in  large  teams  or  floats.  Especial 
efforts  were  made  by  teachers,  scholars  and  parents.  The  re- 
sult was  that  the  children  looked  at  their  best.  Much  credit  is 
due  all  from  whom  assistance  came,  and  the  many  happy  faces 
felt  on  their  return  that  it  was  a  day  well  spent  and  loag  to  be 
remembered.  The  children  no  doubt  felt  ready  to  surmount  a 
greater  undertaking  and  better  fitted  to  attend  to  school  duties. 

A  change  was  made  in  grammars  last  year  and  the  exchange 
completed  the  first  of  this  year.  We  now  have  a  book  much 
better  adapted  to  our  present  needs  than  formerly,  which  sim- 
plifies our  language  work  \'Cry  materially.  Old  text  books 
must  give  way  to  new  ones  if  we  expect  good  work  to  be   done. 

As  we  opened  our  geographies  at  the  beginning  of  the  year 
we  found  many  errors.  The  books  were  accurate  when  pub- 
lished but  new  states  are  being  admitted  into  the  Union,  Capi- 
tals are  changing,  towns  are  becoming  cities,  cities  are  increas- 
ing in  population,  discoveries  are  being  made  and  so  we  might 
go  on  at  length.  Hence  we  were  compelled  to  make  a  change 
in  this  branch.  We  feel  that  in  its  place  we  have  a  book  that 
will  be  of  as  good  service  as  the  old  one  has  been  in  the  past. 
Books  are  the  fitting  stones  and  the  child  is  the  builder.  Give 
the  workman  proper  tools,  proper  material  and  proper  plans 
and  we  may  look  for  the  model  building. 

Let  school  boards  and  parents  stand  by  their  teacher  and 
teacher  and  pupils  by  each  other.  It  is  only  by  united  efforts 
that  we  can  accomplish  results  of  any  magnanimity. 

The  district  is  free  from  debts,  the  property  in  the  way  of 
school  buildings  is  generally  in  good  repair. 
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The  total  amount  received  from  all  sources  for  the  support  of 
schools  the  past  year  was  $2,506.23. 

The  annual  school  meeting  will  be  held  Saturday,  Mar.  13, 
1897  at  2  p.  M.
